celtors were ſo : and it is well known to all who have the leaſt Ac. 
quaintance with the Latin Tongue, that there are ſeveral Nouns and 
Verbs of undoubted Authority in it, whoſe Participles and Deriva. 


tives are not in Uſe ; and likewife vie wer/a ſeveral Participles and | 
Derivatives of inconteſtable Purity, whoſe Roots are obſolete ard 
worn out of Date. Beſides what are thoſe Latin Words We are thus 
to make Room for? Are they not Words whoſe Impurity is confeſſed - 
and that occur only in Authours who are ſeldom read ? And would 
any Man wiſh to make Uſe of a Book ſtuffed with ſuch Words! 
Would any Maſter efpecially put ſuch a Book into the Hands of 
Boys? The Contrary of this I think is evident from a Practice invi. 
olably obſerved in the two greateſt Schools in this Kingdom; where 
the learned Gentlemen who now are, and all that for many Years paſt 
have been, at the Head of it, make and have always made it an 
invariable Rule never to put an Authour of unclaſſical Diction into 
the Hands of Boys, but laying aſide the Whole Tribe of Corderii, 
Orbis Pictures, Ec. &c. as foon as They are ſufficiently grounded in 
Grammar, advance Them immediately to Phædrus and Ovid. A 


admirable for the good Effecls ſo viſibly derived from it, by preducing 
in each of thoſe illuſtrious Seminaries of Learning, a couſtant Succeſ- 


in Church and State. Another Objection too to be made 
to this Method, is that it cannot be reaſonably ſuppoſed that Boys, 
at leaſt thoſe in the lower Claſſes, who have generally moſt Need of 
a Dictionary, will be able from the Engh/ of the Verb Abd, for 
Inſtance, to tell what 4Abdendus or Abditum mean; and in like Mannet

We will for once however ſuppoſe, tho' in Oppoſition to Reaſon, 
Experience, and common Senſe, that the Retention of theſe Words is 
proper, and highly uſcfull to Boys, tho' they occur in Authours 
never read by Them; and on the contrary that the Striking out 
Particip!es whoſe Purity has always been acknowledged, was a judi- 
cicus Thing, even tho' theſe Participles occur in every Book They 
read; yet ſurely in this Caſe ſome Method ought to have been ob- 
ſerved. For if theſe adulterous Expreſſions ſo injudiciouſly retained 
are uſeſull, why were They not all retained ? Why are any of Them 
ſtruck out? And if on the other Hand, the Participles We have here 
been ſpeaking of are uſeleſs, why do We ſee any of Them remaining! 
Why were They not al! expunged ? If the primitive Word was aj nar 
ſufficient Sanction for its Derivative in one Place, it was certainly ſo 
in another: and one crude Conception of a Lactantius or a Prudenttus 
had an equal Title to a Place in this Dictionary with the Reſt. lt 
will be obſerved here that We make no Mention of the other claſſical 
Words (not Derivatives) omited as appears from the Lift here given, 
in this Dictionary; chooſing to leave every ſenfible Reader to mak are 


ſuch Reflections with Himſelf on this Point, as muſt naturally occir this 
to Him, rather than affront his Underſtanding by any unne 
_ Obſervations of our own on that Head

Having feen- then, Sir, the Editor's Want of Method in one 
eſpect, We ſhall proceed to ſhew it in another, where We find it 
diplayed in as eminent a Degree. This Sir, is confined to the Fi. 
ares and Quotations under tne various Senſes of a Word, in which 
| 7 ſee Him at the following Variance with Himſelf: cr. in ſome 
Places as under the Prepoſition, In, Cogne/co, Cope, Cc. retaining the 
Quotations entirely ; in others as under 4b, ago, Bonus, Virtus, Vita, 
C. Cc. ſtriking Them entirely out; and in the third, as likewiſe 
under accipio, not retaining as much as an Authour's Name for one 
ingle Meaning of it. This is ſuch a Contradiction as is not eaſily 
; reconcilable, nor will it be lefs difficult for his moſt zealous Advocates 

to juſtify the Editor's Conduct in this Reſpect. For why, if the Quo- 
ations were thought neceſſary to be retained in one Place, were They 
not thought equally neceſſary to be retained in another? Or if 
fruck out under one Word, why not ſtruck out under all the Reſt ? 
Surely this, Sir, ſhews ſo much Want of Method, that it is impoſſible 
to ſuppoſe the Editor could ever have involved Himſelf in fo much 
regularity and Confuſion, unleſs We likewiſe ſuppoſe that He ſet 
about this Work, without having firſt (as before obſerved) formed 
ay regular Plan for the Profecution of it, with Himſelf. For had He 
cone this, He could not certainly have acted fo inconſiſtently, in 
hewing Himſelf thus at Variance with Himſelf in almoſt every Page: 
could not have given his Enemies ſo much Room, as He has kere done, 
to charge Tim even with Want of common Underſtanding, in thus 
obſerving no Method at all. It muſt be confeſſed too, that it looks, 
2 if He were by no Means equal to the Taſk, when We fee Him 
" thus fluctuating in every Page, and as it were at a Loſs with Himſelf 
in what Manner to proceed. 25 

Another Abſurdity too, Sir, that the Editor involves Himſelf in by 
this Means, is, that by retaining the refering Figures thus, as under 
Janus, and ſtriking out the Quotations, He is guilty of little lefs than 
an Iriſhiſm : theſe Figures being no farther alefall, than as conſidered 
vit Reſpect tothe Quotations to which They refer, and conſequently 
the Retaining them when the Quotations are ſtruck out, is a moſt 
egregious Blunder. But what is ſtill more, by thus ſtriking out the 
Quotations and the Authorities annexed to Them, the Editor it is 
erident has not kept his Word with the Publick, as He has repeated! 
88 hoth in his Titte-Page and Avertiſement to give Us in this 

ichonary of his all the Words proper fer reading the claſſi: Writers, with 
the Authorities ſuljeined to each Word and Phraſe, and where are the 
Phraſes or Authorities here? As for his giving Us all the Words proper 
for reading the claffic Writers, We have before thewn that this Dictio- 
nary does not contain half of Them, and therefore ſhall ſay nothing

To return however once more to the Point in Debate, and ſhew the 
Immethodicalneſs of this Work in yet a ſtronger Light, We will again 
make the Editor ſome very important Conceſſions, and ſuppoſe with 
Him, how contrary ſoever to our own Opinion, that theſe Quotations 
ae Matters of mere Indifference, calculated only to ſwell a Book of 
this Kind to a greater Bulk, by which Means the Bookſellers might 
de enabled to raiſe the Price, and conſequently to be omited wherever 
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He thought proper, without any Prejudice to his Performance 
retaining only ſome Authour's Name to prove the Claſſicalneſs of the 
Word. Yet even in this Caſe He will be found to involve both Him. 
ſelf and the Reader in a great Deal of Perplexity and Confuſion 
For not to mention the Abſurdity of ſych a Proceeding, as it renders 
his Book under A, and all the other Articles where it occurs, little 
more than a jejune, lifeleſs, Vocabulary; or to repeat again what 
We have before taken Notice ef, viz. the Irregularity of not either 
omiting, or retaining Them: paſſing over I fay all theſe Things, yet 
even here We ſhall find He involves Himſclf, and the Reader, in 2 
great Deal of Perplexity and Confuſion thereby. For in thus ſtriking 
out the Quotations for the ſeveral Meanings of a Word, and retaining 
only one Authour's Name at the End, He gives the Honour of a 
Meaning to a Cicero, or a Livy, which perhaps is due only to a 
Prudentius. or Lactantius: or makes Ceſar, Sally//, or Virgil, often 
talk in a Strain worthy orly of the more impure Writers of modern 
Times. —— To give only one Inſtance of this, out of the many 
Thouſands that occur, We ſhall content Ourſeives with citing the 
Articles Parafitus, and Parens: the Former of which, tho' ſeldom |} 
uſed in the firit Senſe, here attributed to it, by Latin Writers, of 
whom no better Authority can be cited for it than St. Auguſtine's, has 
Cicero at its Tail: and the Latter, tho' uſed in the 4th Number, as 
Feſtus Fimielf expreſsly tells Us, only by Lawyers, whoſe Language 
is ſeldom worthy of Imitation; and in the 5th by only the Writers 
of latter Ages, is dignified with the Sanction of a Poet of the firſt 
Claſs. But by ſeeing Cicero at the One, and Horace at the Othcr, who 
would not imagine that They were Authority for all the Senſes in 
which theſe Words are uſed. — If the Editor's Intention hereby 
was only to prove the Claſſicalneſs of the Word, beiides the Confuſion 
ſuch a Method would introduce, as here taken Notice of, it ought 
ſurely to have been obſerved under every Word; at leaſt wherever it 
is obſerved, the beſt Authority ought to have been choſen, which is 
very ſel om done here.

being acquainted with Them; having never, We confeſs, heared of 
any Writings which bore the leaſt Affinity to that Name, but thoſe 
admirable Orations of Cicero, in which He impeaches one Verres, the 
Moolſey of thoſe Days, of Extortion. Much of the ſame Nature with 
this, is the Authority for /t/i/72, where We find the abbreviated 
Word Aus. cited to prove its Purity, by which if the learned Editor 
meant any particular Authour, He ought to have been kind enough 
to mention who He is: as We confeſs Ourſelves on our own Part fo 
ignorant, that We know of no one deſerving of being emphatically
